President of the Canadian Bank- 
ers’ Association and géneral man- 
ager of the Banque Canadienne 
Nationale, said in a formal state- 
ment issued Thursday, 

Interest rates charged were based 
upon expenses incurred in the loan 
business, Mr. Leman said, His declar- 
ation was inspired by complaints made!

WHERE CANADA LEADS 


Representatives of thirty-seven coun- 
tries, gathered in New York in conference, 
applauded Canada for having done more 
than any other country has done to enable 
blind people to earn a living. Canadians 
may well be proud of the distinction that 
is thus acknowledged to be their due. 

But they must also be sensible that not 
enough has yet been done to put this ter- 
ribly handicapped class of citizens on a 
footing as nearly as possible even with 
that of other people. Those who cannot 
see might well be made eligible for old age 
pensions without regard to their age, and 
also helped and encouraged to carn all 
they can in addition, 


DOES IT WORK BOTH WAYS? 


The Stamp commission is being asked 
to find the answer to the question: Does 
the selling of grain futures operate to the 
detriment of the producer? The commis- 
sion is not asked to exhibit any curiosity 
as to whether the trading in futures 
operates to the detriment of the consumer. 

That is in keeping with the present 
attitudes of governments in general, and 
the attitude of the Canadian Government 
in particular, toward business, In a past 
ave it was the duty of governments to see 
that consumers were not overcharged for 
what they had to buy. Now the chief 
concern of the public authority is to safe- 
guard the interests of the producer; the 
consumer being left to stand the conse. 
quences, 

Should the investigating commission 
return an affirmative answer the 
supposition is that the Government will 
put a stop to trading in futures, or will 
try to stop it. 

But suppose the commission finds that 
the general effect of future trading is to 
raise prices, and not to lower them? Will 
parliament be asked to stop the buying 
and selling of futures in order to prevent 
the producer gaining an advantage at the 
expense of the consumer? 


A “DEMAND” FOR DOLES 

A delegation waited on Premier Ben- 
nett on Wednesday to “demand” that he 
establish a system of free unemployment 
insurance. If the delegates imagined they 
were thus making it more likely that any 
kind of unemployment insurance will be 
instituted in Canada they were laboring 
under a large delusion. 

Free unemployment insurance is sim- 
ply not possible. The money to pay the 
allowances must come from some source. 
The oniy source from which it can come 
is the pocket of the individual! citizen. If 
those who want insurance, and who just 
now need assistance, take the ground that 
they will make no direct or special contri- 
bution to the fund when the time comes 
that they are earning wages and able to 
contribute, what chance or reason is 
there that others should contribute? 

It was not really unemployment insur- 
ance this delegation sought, What they 
“demanded” was that they be made wards 
of the government and guaranteed against 
want at the public expense. Whether 
they recognized it or not, that is a “dole” 
arrangement, not an insurance system, 
The Premier did the right thing and the 
fair thing in pointing out this distinction 
and in telling the delegation plainly that 
there is no prospect of their “demand” 
being granted. There is none. 

No government coufd impose such a 
scheme upon the people of Canada and 
live. The public would not stand for thus 
lacing a premium on idleness and thrift- 
nme They have hot as yet shown 
any objection to an unemployment insur- 
ance scheme under which those who think 
they need the protection would contribute 
to the cost. But “demands” such as that 
made on Wednesday do nothing to encour- 
age the taxpayers to go even that far to 
guarantee jobs or wages. 


SPRING UNEMPLOYMENT 


Parades of unemployed men in most 
of the large centres in Canada, breaking 
here and there into riotous conditions, 
provide a new and unwelcome accompani- 
ment to the arrival of spring, the start- 
ing of farm operations, and the resump- 
tion of outdoor work of all kinds, In form 
er years spring has commonly brought an 
cud to any serious lack of employment 
that may have existed during the winter.

The occurrences on Wednesday go some 
way to dispel hope that it is this year 
bringing the usual easement. 

The simultaneous outbreak of demons- 
trations clear across Canada suggests 
strongly the existence of a nation-wide or- 
ganization with a concerted plan of ac- 
tion. And it may not be without signifi- 
cance that the most violent disturbance 
occurred in the city of Winnipeg, one of 
whose representatives at Ottawa has re- 
peatedly warned parliament that riots 
were likely to occur unless further relief 
measures were taken. Mr. Woodsworth’'s 
constituents , thought it was up 
to them to make good on his prediction, if 
they were not inspired by his suggestion, 

Whatever may be in the minds of those 
responsible for the demonstrations, these 
are very evidently an expression of discon- 
tent with the progress that is being made 
in breaking up stagnation and creating op- 
portunities for employment. For that the 
Government is not properly to blame. But 
neither is it beyond comprehension that 
there should be a growing uneasiness 
among idle men in view of the promises 
of early improvement that were so elo- 
quently and forcefully proclaimed last 
summer, The expected jobs have failed 
to materialize, as they were perhaps bound 
to do, But when public men undertake to 
work miracles and then fail to make good, 
it cannot be wondered if there is a reac- 
tion on the part of those directly af- 
fected. 

What the situation calls for now is a 
clear-cut statement from the Premier as 
to the policyof the Government as this re- 
lates to employment. Whether it is to 
be a policy of construction or one of nega- 
tion, the sooner it is stated the better, 
and all parties concerned given to know 
what they may expect.

With Premier Brownlee 


on London Office 
The probability that British finan- 
ciers would be placing considerable 
capital in Canada tn the near future, 
was voiced by Hon, Herbert Green- 
field, ex-premier the province 


of 


j and former agent-general for Alberta 


at London, England. He conferred 
with Premter Brownlee Thursday on 
business matters connected with the 
London office. Hon, and Mrs. Green- 
field are registered at the Macdonald 
hotel and expect to leave shortly for 
Calgary 

CONTINUAL FLOW 

“It ts safe to say that there will be 
a continual flow of money from the 
Old Country to Canada, as income tax 
and succession duties are much lower 
here and this fact is acting as 4 
strong drawing power for British 
capital,” said Mr, Greenfield. Much 
of this capital, he continued, was be- 
ing placed tn private trusts in Can- 
ada for investments in various large 
companies 

“Alberta is assured of getting 
good share of this money, as the suc- 
cession duties in this province are the 
most favorable of any in the Domin- 
ton,” he eaid 

Referring to migration of settlers 
from the British Isles to Canada, the 
former agentezeneral explained that 
it had come to an abrupt halt owing 
to existing conditions in the Domin- 
jon. At present only those families 
which have husband and father or 
relatives already at work here and as- 
sured of a steady income are permit- 
ted to come to Canada, An exception 
is neturally made where prospective 
emigrants have sutficient capital to 
tide them over, “If a man fully under- 
stands the conditions prevailing in 
Canada, and has sufficient funds to 
guard against his becoming a public 
charge while resident here, he ts al- 
lowed to enter the Dominion,” stated 
Mr. Greenfield 
BRITAIN HARD HIT 

The unemployment situation in the 
British Isles was assuming grave pro- 
portions, and the Old Country was 
far harder hit by the world-wide de- 
pression of the past year than was 
Canada, affirmed Mr, Greenfield 
“The fundamental cause of poor 
business conditions in our country ts 
the wheat situation, When the price 
of wheat goes up, and T am sure I 
don't know how soon that will be, 
conditions will naturally improve,” he 
said, 

“The British Isles have many prob- 
lems to wrestle with,” the ex-premier 
continued, “One of the greatest of 
these at the present time is unem- 
ployment insurance, which sucks from 
the government treasury an amount 
of £1,000,.000 weekly. The capital 
eaten up through this channel ts en 
tirely unproductive, It is spent and 
brings no return.” 

In the British Isles at present there 
are between two and two and one- 
half millions of people unemployed 
“Compared with Great Britain Canada 
does not know economic trouble 
Slated Mr, Greenfield 

He remarked favorably on the Al- 
berta weather, remarking that it was 
good to be back in the bright, Alberta

Canada now vies with Great Britain 
in the consumption of the spirits, al- 
though between the years of 1925 and 
1929 Canada was the greatest con-
